EACE pays. Peace. pays ycod dividends. Peace pays, and 

war is a rotten investinent always. If we could get these 
plain truths bitten into the consciousness of the rulers, the people, 
the peliticians — more especially of the politicians — then the 
League of Nations could take a holiday, Peace Pacts could roll 
themselves up and fade away, and the Hague could retire into the 
abseurity of a not-particwarly distinguished burg of the Lowlands 

ow, : 

Part of the trouble is that there are always, some people who 
stand to make money ont of war, and they are perfectly organised, 
though they don't shout, it from the hill-tops round Geneva. The 
great munition combines, and the financier who specialises in war 
loans (though he is careful not to call them such) work together to 
damn the world to-day. ‘They luuy statesmen, and control news- 
papers, They work underground, and like the mole they never 
sleep. They are always al war, for they war not with peoples but 
with an abstraction -— with Peace. And the natiois who shout 
loudest for disarmamenu! are those who sell the ‘most munitions. 
These things want looking into. : . - 

But now to prove our contention of the first instance — that 
Peace pays. To do so we need not go far from home; we only need 
to cite the case of this Colony. Any time during those last forty 
years we have had a war of sorts in the Far East, and in none of 
those wars has Hong Kons heen involved as a combatant, and by 
every war the Colony: has-henefi{ted materially, -- Why? — because 
of the Pax Britagnica.

The thing 
in fact has become routine. ff would be almost funny; if i was not 
all so pitiful. Strange, it is, hut news of battle has. nearly always

sat in Caine Road, the Junta had money, -and the Junta’s armies 
wanted everything that an army wants. And they got all they 
could pay for; there was no embargo on the export of arms in those 
far-off dark days! It took a fleet of steam Inunches to run the stuff 
over, for because of the attentions of the Spanish craisers a launch 
seldom made two trips. The then B, 0. T. Surveyor told us that 
he had more launches under survey than he could cover, and 
Wanchai was just one immense boiler factory. 

Next enter America, and gold dollars. Once Dewey's fleet was 
good and ready:the Government's conscience suffered a spasm of 
neutrality, and he was told to remove out of British waters, He 
removed — to Junk Bay. From there, when there was nothing 
more he wanted, he crossed over to Manila, and made history. That 
done he came back to Hong Kong, had his entire flect completely 
reconditioned, and gave Kowloon Docks the best job they ever had. 

Then came the Boxer trouble, and all the armies of all the 
world here, and using the Island as a base of supplies. Some of the 
armies in fact never got nenrer the front than Shaukiwan. — But 
they all had money to spend; and the Russian Guards and the 
Bersaglierl looked very grand in their gorgeous if entirely unsuit- 
able uniforms. . 

Came anon the Russo-Japanese ynpleasantness, but that didn't 
prove the gold-mino expected. For the Japs have a nasty way of 
doing things for themselves, and the Russians had no real money. 

Side-tracking some minor irruptions brings us to the Great 
War, and how well Hong Kong did for herself during the Four 
Yenrs is 2 matter of common knowledge. Then the clang of the 
Dockyard hammers mnde a splendid and sustained cacophony, then 
the reek of the sugar factories rose in a cloud to high heaven. ‘Then 
the dollar scared and sonred till men talked — and seriously — of 
a pound worth two dollars. Then everybody made money, .untess 
they had water on the brain. Of course we had our hardships, it 
wasn't: all beer anf skittles. When on guard ‘at Stonecutters we 
were eaten by mosquitoes, and for one snd month the Colony went 
without red-currant jelly for its roast: mutton. - But through it all 
we carried on, tho boys of the bull-dog breed; we did our duty.’ -

UNEMPLOYMENT. IN 
GERMANY. 


How the Probleni Is 
Being Met. 


WORK AND SUBSIDY, 


Tho President of the German In- 

ytitute for Employment Exchanges 
and Unemployment Insurance has 
issucd a cireular to the national 
and local employment offices point- 
ing out that the Government fa 
making every effort to provide em- 
ployment for a larger number of 
workers by the reduction of hours 
of work in industry. -_ 
. This policy is sutd to bo parti 
cularly appropriate to relief works, 
the object of which {4 to provide 
temporary work for the largest 
possible number of unemployed 
persons. 

The employment offices ere con- 
sequently instructed to authorise 
such works only on condition that 
the contracting parties undertake 
to reduce hours of work, 

Distribution of Hours, 

The distribution of hours of 
work over the week must be fixed 
by agreement between the employ- 
meat office and the persons con- 
cerned, * 

” The existence of collective agrees 
ments governing hours of work 
dows not preclude reductions of 
this kind; it is acknowledged ‘In 
law that in ense of Moubt, the 
hours of work fixed by a collective 
agreement must be regarded as 4 
maximum which the parties may 
agree to reduce, 

A 40-Hour Week, 

In order to facilitate the reduc- 
tion of hours, the President of the 
Inatitute for | Employment: Ex- 
changes and Unemployment Insur- 
in estim- 


ployed persons for which the sub- 
stdy is payable, the working week 
of 48 hours should be reduced to 
40 hours, in so far as this reduc- 
tion entail not an extension of the 
time required for the completion, 
of the works, but the employment 
of a larger number of Workers, , 
When the reduced working week 
consists of five working daya in- 
stead of six, the working week of 
five days may be reckoned as six 
working days for the purpose of

KEEPING ENGINE FIT

_Simple Precautions to 
Be Observed. 


It is fairly common knowledge 
that ofl accumulates road dust 
and dirt, and is diluted by un- 
vaporised petrol during the period 
of service ina car. The extent to 
which outside contaminations im- 
pair the lubricating value of the 
oil Is not, however, fully realised. 

This is perhaps duc to the fact 
that cars will continue to operate 
for long perlods in spite of this con- 
tamination. The damage being 
done is not evident until the exten- 
sive wear that has been going on 
is revealed in the necessity for a 
complete rebore and overhaul or 
other costly repairs. 

A safe practice {hf to drain the 
crankcase every 1,000 miles, and re- 
fill with fresh high-quality oi], Al- 
most any up-to-date garage or ser- 
vice atation will drain the used oil 
and refill with fresh motor oil for 
the cost of oil only. 

In fact, many garages and ser- 
vice stations have introduced re- 
cording systems which enable them 
to offer a permanent draining ser- 
vice to their customers. By this 
aystem the motorist is given a re- 
minder either personally or by post 
when his car is due once again for 
draining. 


ON RACING THE 
"ENGINE. 


Tremendous Activity 
OF Parts. 


There are many car owners whoj 
do not realise the detrimental 
effects often caused by excessively 
racing the engine, particularly if 
the car is standing still. Many 
at 
times race the engine while the car 
is atationary, to warm it up sufli- 
clently for driving. Sometimes a 
mechanic will race the engine at ex- 
cessive speeds to discover whether or 
rot a carburettor adjustment has| 
been properly made. It is import-; 
ant to realise that when a car is 
travelling at 60 m.p.h. in top gear 
the engine may turn over at 300 
r.p.m., yet the samo engine, with the 
throttle wide open, and operating 
under no load, will almost instantly 
go up to 4000 r.p.m., and sometimes 
higher. The tremendous activity of 
engine parts when thus operated 
without load,.the enormous heat 
energy created by this rapid and un- 
used acceleration, and the possibi-; 
Hty of the cooling system not being 
eble to ,cope with these bursts of 
unloaded engine speeds, may result 
in serious damage. Scored pistons 
ond cylinders may often be traced 
to auch treatment, and whenevor 
possible, motorists should not race 
tho engine any more than ip ab- 


Demonstration tests were carried 
out recently on the London Midland 
and Scottish Railway branch, line 
between Bletchley and Oxford of an 
experimental rail coach, dealgned 
and built by the Michelin Tyre 
Company to Illustrate the feasibility 
of running on railway lines with 
pneumatle tyres. : :

stant around fifty miles an hour, 
the saving in time being due ob- 
viously to the remarkable accelera- 
tion and deceleration powers. of tho 
vehicle. :

The return jjourncy was made 
non-stop in forty-two minutes, an 
average speed of about forty-four 
miles an hour.

IS GAME! 


Golfers who come back after a 
rest will find that they can look at 
thelr own game in a more objective 
and less personal manner. 

A player habitually confident of 
himself comes back to the game 
merely a little out of practice. Heo 
quickly settles down to hia old 
hublts—good and bad—anas soon as 
he has loosened his Hmbs, 


Limp All Over. 


A famous golfer suggests that 
every player should endeavour to 
mike himself feel Hmp all over be- 
fore playing any shot. The limp- 
ness, however, is not mere floppi- 
ness; it is the idea thnt the profes- 
stonul expresses when he advises the 
beginner to keep his knees “firmly 
bent.” 

The player should take the utmost 
paing with the urst two or three 
holes—even though jt means that 
his partner or his opponent has to 
go ahead of him. 

This is the equivalent of playing 
oneself in, and it often’ means that 
a round that starts shakily ean be 
finished with a certain amount of 
success. Generally, a yound that 
starts badly ends badly, and one 
that begins well ends well. That is 
the experience of ninety-nine play- 
ers aut of a hundred. The hun- 
dredth player, however,—that rare 
man who can rise superior even to 
himself—has the whip hand when 
consistency at golf is the, subject 
under consideration, 


Timing Fault, 


Timing is nearly always at fault 
on returning to the game after ao 
long absence from it, 

During absence from golf, that 
sense of rhythm in the swing, which 
is go completely cayentin], is loat: 
The best and simplest way to regain 
it is to play a few rounds with some- 
ody who is timing his shots 


perfectly, 

There is one kind of golfer who 
is always threatening to give up 
golf and never docs—the player 
who grouses about the groons, the 
fairways, the amenities of the club, 
and his fellow. members, 

There is one remedy for him, 
short of homicide. Make him a 
member of the committee. That 
will cure him—(Sunday Herald 
Copyright).
